Awong the proposed changes in our Constitution and By-Laws, to ve ected upon at 
the annual meeting, is a provision limiting the number of rerbers @&.one hundred and 
fifty, as our membership is now larger than that, it is provided that ail who are 
members at the time of its adoption shall continue as members, but the election of 
new members be discontinued until, through death, resignation &c, the roll shall be 
reduced to that amount, it so happens however that in our order of business the 
election of rembers will come before action on the changes in the Constitution and 
By-Laws, and this will enable us to elect such members as may be 
old rules, at that time only.
